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PRESIDENTI AL  CANDIDATES  DEBATE 


Thursday  in  the  physics  shed 
the  three  candidates  for  the  posi- 
tion of  President  voiced  their 
platforms  and  defended  their  opin- 
ions in  a  formal  debate. 

Andrew  Carson,  chairman  of  the 
debate  introduced  the  speakers  in 
alphabetical  order  thus  giving  Paul 
Kochberg  the  honour. 

"I  am  dedicated  to  the  cause 
of  student  involvement"  said  Koch- 
berg. He  pointed  out  the  fact  that 
students  here  after  the  work  of 
this  year's  council  can  lookto  grea- 
ter student  involvement  than  any 
other  student  at  the  University  of 
Toronto.  He  cited  the  20  students 
on  the  So  member  Erindale  College 
Council  and  the  equal  representation 
of  students  on  every  committee  in 
the  college.  This  had  just  been  one 
of  the  accomplihments  of  SAGE  this 
year. 

Kochberg  allowed  that  SAGE  had 
had  its  failures  this  year  but  for 
a  new  and  experimental  democratic 
system  its  successes  had  outweighed 
by  far  its  failiires. 

He  also  had  a  long  list  of 
proposals  for  next  year.  These  inc- 
luded course  unions ,  a  mail  system 
in  the  cafeteria,  a  summer  employ- 
ment clearing  house  and  a  type  of 
coffee  house  in  Colman  Place  on 
•weekends  with  local  and  college 
talent . 

Following  Kochberg,  Rod  Rice 
(Arts  I)  was  introduced.  He  expres- 
sed his  concern  for  the  fact  that 
Erindale  students  were  living  in  a 
unreal  and  irresponsible  world.  He 
stessed  the  fact  that  the  students 
should  shoulder  more  respnsibility 
that  is  available  to  them  and  they 
must  live  up  to  it  if  Erindale  is 
to  be  a  success. 

Rice  pointed  out  that  the  reason 
for  the  failures  that  we  had  had 
over  the  year  is  lack  of  communic- 
ation. He  said  that  a  program  to 
foster  better  communication  would 
be  of  the  highest  priority  were  he 
elected. 


John  Stamers  spoke  third.  He  did 
not  have  a  specific  central  issue 
but  rather  he  spoke  on  the  proposals 
of  his  platform.  These  included  co- 
op housing,  more  clubs  and  activities 
more  use  of  the  Colman  Place  diiring 
the  summer,  and  an  orientation  prog- 
ram of  week-long  hoopla. 

Stamers  also  gave  the  assembly 
some  idea  of  his  qualifications 
which  included  one  year  on  SAC  rep- 
resenting Ryerson.  He  listed  the 
Student  Loans  Program  and  the  Miss 
Erindale  Contest  as  proof  of  his 
acheivement  on  SAGE  this  year. 

He  maintained  that  he  was  "  a 
strong  and  mature"  candidate  for 
the  position  and  that  given  the  job 
he  promised  to  be  a  "competant  lia- 
son  between  the  students  and  the 
faculty  and  administration". 

Each  Candidate  had  a  rebuttal 
speech  and  following  those  the 
audience  was  permitted  to  put  ques- 
tions to  the  candidates,

Bob  Thomas,  Erindale's  repre- 
sentative on  the  12-man  Organization-^ 
al  Committee  for  the  Department  of 
Sociology  explained  to  the  Erindaliant 
what  has  been  decided  on  so  far,     ] 

This  special  committee  was  set  i 
up  at  the  beginning  of  March,  as  a  1 
result  of  the  conflict  between  DrC 
Clark,  the  present  Sociology  Dept 
Chairman  and  some  faculty  members 
headed  by  Prof.  Louis  Feuer.  It  is 
to  present  an  interim  report  at  the 
end  of  March  with  its  reforms  for 
the  department . 

So  far  the  committee  has  almost 
unanimously  approved  the  following 
plan.   Incidently  there  have  been 
three  2-hour  meetings  per  week  all 
this  month  to  work  on  this  scheme „ 

1 .  The  Department  of  Sociology 
will  be  defined  as  the  36  faculty 
members  plus  36  elected  students. 
This  department  will  have  the  auth- 
ority over  all  actions  of  the  Soc- 
iology Department  for  the  University 
of  Toronto . 

2.  An  executive  will  be  formed 
out  of  the  72-ar6mber  Department  to 
carry  on  the  day  to  day  work  on  its 
behalf.   The  executive  will  co-ordin- 
ate and  generally  act  as  a  funnel 
into  the  department  but  it  cannot 
pass  a  motion  for  the  department  as 
a  whole. 

3 .  A  Chairman  will  be  chosen  by 
the  Department.   He  will  also  be  the 
Chairman  of  the  executive  where  he 
will  have  a  deciding  vote  in  their 
decisions  in  the  case  of  a  tie 

If.  these  and  other  decisions  by 
the  Organization  Committee  are 
accepted  by  the  Committee  on  Univer- 
sity Affiars  then  its  job  will  be 
over. 

Thomas  also  added  that  through- 
out the  last  month  the  Committee 
had  been  fortunate  in  close  co-oper- 
ation of  all  involved.  There  was 
never  a  division  of  students  against 
faculty  over  any  issue.

LANGDON  DISCUSSES 


On  Wednesday  at  10:30  in  Room 
24S  Steve  Langdon  argued  S.A.C.»s 
point  of  view  of  Erindale»s  with- 
drawal from  the  U  of  T  student's 
council . 

He  pointed  out  that  it  was 
Erindale»s  policy  as  a  whole  not  to 
break  away  from  the  downtown  campus 
and  so  he  inferred  that  it  would  be 
inconsistant  for  the  students  to  do 
so.  This  policy  was  made  clear  in 
the  special  brief  that  Erindale 
College  presented  to  the  Commission 
on  University  Affairs  before  Xmas . 

To  Erindle's  argument  that 
S.A.C.  couldn't  do  anything  for  our 
college,  he  said  that  it  was  true 
that  on  both  S.A.G.E.'s  and  S.A.C.»s 
part,  there  hadn't  been  a  "strong 
intent"  to  get  the  S.A.C.  resources 
out  here.   He  suggested' that  a  trial 
year  such  as 
would  be 
do.   If 


Howard i     Brian  Decunha  announced  recent- 
that  the  year  book  is  cancelled 
for  this  year.   There  were  many  rea- 
sons related  to  the  failure  to  meet 
deadlines,  etc.   but  the  most  import- 
ant drawback  was  financial  failure. 

Brian  said  that  there  were  only 
150  copies  ordered  which  supplied  a 
mere  $600  of  the  $2,100  needed.   The 
next  hope  was  advertising.   However, 
Decunha  said  that  failed  because 
the  advertising  committee  was  great- 
ly lacking  in  interest  and  they  did- 
n't "go  out  and  get  'em".   Also,-  to 
meet  expenses,  it  would  have  cost 
$60  a  page  and  that  would  be  hard  to 
swallow  for  one  page  in  a  very  new 
and  very  experimental  yearbook. 

When  asked  whether  it  would  have 
been  possible  to  cut  the  costs  of  the 
year  book,  Brian  said  that  we  could 
have  had  a  soft  cover,  cheaper  paper, 
cheaper  binding  and  printing  but  he 
himself  would  not  pay  $4.00  for  any- 
thing of  inferior  quality  to  the 
planned  year  book.   He  also  felt  that 
making  a  cheaper  year  book  would  not 
encourage  more  people  to  buy  and  thus 
lower  the  price  because  30  or  40  of 
the  150  were  sold  to  staff  members. 

The  only  conclusion  that  Brian 
and  his  committee  could  come  to  was 
ERINDALE  WITHDRAWAJl  "that  the  students  of  Erindale  did 

not  want  a  year  book  this  year. 

Brian  said  that  the  students 
could  get  their  $2.00  deposit  back 
from  either  himself  or  Tim  Burkett 
in  the  small  room  off  "   the  cafeteria 
They  will  be  there  whenever  possible.
